formation regarding my brother John. 
I seldom saw him since hla early boy- 
hood In Baltimore. 
He was a rattle- 


pated fellow,fllled with quixotic notions. 
While at the farm In Maryland he would 
charge on horseback through the woods, 
uapoutlng" heroic speeches wl*h a lance 
In his hand—a relic of the Mexican war, 
given to father by some soldier who had 
served under Taylor. 
We regarded him 


as a good-hearted, harmless, though 
wild-brained boy, und used to laugh at 
hla patriotic froth whenever secession 
was discussed. 
That he was Insane on 


that one point no one who knew him well 
can doubt. 
When I told him that I had 


voted for Lincoln's re-election ho ex- 
pressed deep regret, and declared his be- 
lief that Lincoln would be made King of 
America; and this, 1 believe, drove him 
beyond tuolimits of reason. I asked him 
onc'e why he did not join the Confederate 
army. 
To which he replied, UI prom- 


ised mother I would keep out of the 
quarrel, If possible, and I am sorry that 
I Bald so." 
Knowing my sentiments, he 


avoided me, rarely visiting my house, 
except to see his mother wnen political 
toploa were not touched upon—at least 
In my presence. 


Ho was of a gentle, loving disposition, 


very boyish and full of fun—his mother's 
darling—and his deed and death oruahod 
tier spirit. He possessed a rare dramatic 
talent, and would have made a brilliant 
mark In the theatrical world.

positively all that I know about him, 
having left him a mere school-boy, ,when 
I went with my father to California In 
1852. On my return In 1850 wo were 
separated hy professional engagements 
which kept him mostly In the South, 
while I was employed in the Eastern and 
Northern States.
